1 . Because Taluable time ws lost ^ the Improp^ i?|ioa 
vpnupsts for expenditure data, two recent requests from the 0^^° 

S ^hfseSetaS S Defense (OSD) were given inadequate support by 
OSR Although the requests were received within the Agency on^ e 
Sth of^Sry and routed to what were considered the appropriate 
SSces, OSR 2s not made aware of a required response until the 

morning of the 30th. 

2 On 29 January the Office of the Secretary of Defense re- 
quested assistance from CIA on briefing material being prepared f 
the Secretary for delivery to Congress. The requests were in tw 
separate packages as follows: 

a) 'A request for evaluation of a DIA contribution 

on Chinese and Soviet military expenditures. 

b) A request for a contribution on Soviet military 
research and development, including expenditures, 
during the past year.

5. It was determined that Messers Chamberlain andHIH were
